NOTE 1 - OPERATIONS 

The Organization was established as a not-for-profit corporation in 1996. Its purpose is to 
distribute photographs of missing children, to advocate parents' rights by ensuring that parents of 
missing children receive all the help they deserve, to establish a database of information that will 
assist in efforts of returning missing children to their parents, and to operate a safety and 
prevention program. Primary support is from donor contributions that are solicited by three 
telemarketing agencies and a direct mail fundraiser, both operating throughout the United States. 
Other support is through contributions sent directly to the Organization. 

NOTE 2 - ACCOUNTING PRINCIPLES 

Cash and Cash Equivalents 

For purposes of the statement of cash flows, the Organization considers all short-term securities 
purchased with a maturity of three months or less to be cash equivalents. 

Fixed Assets 

Fixed assets are recorded at cost less accumulated depreciation. Major expenditures for 
improvements that substantially increase useful lives are capitalized. Maintenance, repairs, and 
minor renewals are expensed as incurred. When assets are retired or otherwise disposed of, their 
costs and related accumulated depreciation are removed from the accounts and resulting gains or 
losses are included in income. Depreciation is computed by straight-line and accelerated methods 
over estimated useful lives. The current year's depreciation expense totaled $3,781. 

Income Taxes 

The Organization is a not-for-profit organization that is exempt from income taxes under Section 
501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code as other than a private foundation. 

Basis of Presentation 

Financial statement presentation follows the recommendations of the Financial Accounting 
Standards Board in its Statement of Financial Accounting Standards (SFAS) No. 117, Financial 
Statements ofNot-for-Profit Organizations. Under SFAS No. 117, the Organization is required to 
report information regarding its financial position and activities according to three classes of net 
assets: unrestricted net assets, temporarily restricted net assets, and permanently restricted net 
assets. There were no restrictions on net assets as of August 31, 2009.

NOTE 3 - USE OF ESTIMATES 

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect certain reported 
amounts and disclosures. Accordingly, actual results could differ from those estimates. 

NOTE 4 - CONCENTRATIONS 

The Company maintains cash in bank accounts that may, at times, exceed the federally insured 
deposit limit. The Company has not experienced any losses on these accounts. 

The Organization has contracted with certain professional fundraising companies to solicit funds. 
The Organization has an agreement with three telemarketing companies that are compensated 
based on percentages of contributions collected. The contracts have a duration of one year and are 
annually renewable. The Organization has contracted with a company that raises funds by direct 
mail solicitations. That fundraising company is compensated based upon a fixed fee for each piece 
mailed. Revenues from other fundraising activities were not significant during the current year. 

NOTE 5 - CONTRIBUTED SERVICES 

The Organization has received contributed services from several organizations to assist in the 
photo distribution campaign by printing posters and flyers at no cost to the organization. The 
value of these services was not obtainable for the year ending August 31, 2009, but it is estimated 
that between 25 and 30 million flyers were distributed through various programs. 

Several organizations continue to donate space in their publications for articles on child 
abduction. To date, 20 articles authored by the Organization's chief operating officer have been 
published in 
various publications. 

The organization has over 30 partners that donate space in their catalogs and newsletters for 
photos of missing and abducted children. 

NOTE 6 - FUNCTIONAL ALLOCATION OF EXPENSES 

The costs of providing the various programs and activities have been summarized on a functional 
basis in the statement of activities. Accordingly, certain costs have been allocated among the 
programs and supporting services benefited.
